Columbus, March 5.—A revision of 
the scale of prisouers’ cumi en-ation 
at the penitentiary here and the re­ 
formatory at 
Mansfield, 
has 
been 
found necessary by the state board of 
adm inistration to conform with 
tne 
limited appropriation 
made by 
the 
general assem bly for this year. 
A scale ranging from 1 to 5 cents 
an hour was paid prisoners in the two 
institutions from September 16. last 
year to F eb ru ary 15. 
Dur ng those 
five m ouths $33,000 was paid peniten­ 
tiary prisoners and $24,000 reform a­ 
tory prisoners, a total of $H7,000 
At thi« ra te the estimated annual 
cost of prisoners’ comp*jssat!on 
at 
the two penal Institutions wou d bt 
about $1 10,000. 
The general assembly tast m >nth 
appropriated 
but 
$75,000 
for 
both 
places. 
Tem porarily a new scale of 
from 
1 to 3 cents an hour has been fixed 
at both institutions. 
If found 
to be 
within the am ount available this scale 
will be maintained. 
T h e compensation 
appends 
upon 
the class of work, character of the 
prisoner, th e higher rate* being al­ 
lowed in the interest of discipline. 
Tinder the prisoners' compensation 
law, passed a y ear ago, up to 90 per 
cent, of the earning of any prisoner 
goes to dependents. 
The rem aining 
10 per cent is held in a fund against
